The following contracts are subject to the City of Los Angeles Affirmative Action Program as required by 
the Los Angeles Administrative Code (LAAC) Section 10.8.4 et seq.:

Purpose - An affirmative action program is a management tool designed to ensure equal employment 
opportunity. A central premise underlying affirmative action is that, absent discrimination, over time a 
contractor's workforce, generally, will reflect the gender, racial and ethnic profile of the available labor 
pools.

LAAC Section 10.8.4 (B) The Contractor will, in all solicitations or advertisements for employees placed by 
or on behalf of the contractor, state that all qualified applicants will receive consideration for employment 
without regard to their race, religion, ancestry, national origin, sex, sexual orientation, age, disability, 
marital status or medical condition. 

LAAC Section 10.8.4(K) The plan shall be subject to approval by the Office of Contract Compliance prior 
to award of the contract. 

LAAC Section I0.8.4(M) The Affirmative Action Plan required to be submitted shall, without limitation as 
to the subject or nature of employment activity, be concerned with such employment practices as: 

1. Apprenticeship where approved programs are functioning, and other on-the-job training for 
non-apprenticeable occupations; 

2. Classroom preparation for the job when not apprenticeable; 

3. Pre-apprenticeship education and preparation; 

4. Upgrading training and opportunities; 

5. Encouraging the use of contractors, subcontractors, and suppliers of all racial and ethnic 
groups, provided, however that any contract subject to this ordinance shall require the 
contractor, subcontractor or supplier to provide not less than the prevailing wage; 

6. The entry of qualified women, minority and all other journeymen into the industry; and 

7. The provision of needed supplies or job conditions to permit persons with disabilities to be 
employed, and minimize the impact of any disability. 

LAAC Section I0.8.4(Q) All contractors subject to the provisions of the section shall include a like 
provision in all subcontracts awarded for work to be performed under the contract with the City and shall 
impose the same obligations, including but not limited to filing and reporting obligations, on the 
subcontractors as are applicable to the contractor.

1. Introductions: (Cecilia Ngo, CRCD) 

Members of the committee introduced themselves and a sign in sheet was passed around. 
Members of the committee briefly reviewed the agenda for the meeting and the minutes from 
the previous meeting 10/1/14. No additional items were added to the agenda and no 
amendments were made to the previous meeting minutes. The meeting proceeded as planned. 

2. Mission + Vision + Board of Directors Formation: (Dalila Sotelo, The Sotelo Group) 

Background: As the steering committee moves closer to forming the Central Ave BID, it must 
begin to prepare forming an independent non-profit organization to be the operating entity of 
the Central Ave BID. The committee must begin to formulate a mission statement, a vision 
statement and criteria for forming a governing board of directors.

1. Example Vision statement for Central Ave. Historic District 

2. Example list of priorities for Central Ave. Business Association 

Vision Statement Summary Discussion: 

The discussion began with a proposal to clarify the process by which the group would begin forming a 
vision and mission statement. The group agreed to first review an example of a vision statement and 
then develop a list of priorities that the vision and mission statement would embody. It was determined 
that once the group identified a list of priorities, a draft vision statement would be developed and 
presented to the group for revision and adoption. It was further noted that the group would first begin 
with forming the priorities for the vision statement and then allow that list to inform the development 
of the mission statement.

Central Ave BID Mtg Minutes-10/22/14 


The discussion for the vision statement began by posing the following question to the members of the 
committee: "What is your vision for Central Ave?" Members of the committee responded with the 
following list of priorities. 

Priorities for Vision of Central Ave. BID 

• Pedestrian friendly 

• A cultural tourist destination 

o Festivals, events, museums, food 

• An attractive and beautiful space 

• A restaurant/entertainment corridor 

o Discussion by the committee on this priority centered on determining limits to focusing 
on entertainment and to avoid making the place feel unauthentic like another 
"Disneyland". The committee wished to recognize that the history of Central Avenue 
does incorporate Jazz entertainment. However, the group would like to strike a balance 
between celebrating the historical entertainment found in the area with an authentic 
community, cultural, and small business focus. 

• A place with parking 

o Discussion on this item centered on providing parking solutions recognizing the 
importance of parking to this community and the varying interests and needs of 
businesses, community, residents, and renters. Additionally it was noted that parking 
solutions would serve as an incentive to attract partner developers to investing in the 
area. The group also envisioned diagonal parking used to slow down traffic and 
potentially work with the city to remove the highway designation of Central Ave. 

• A transportation access point 

o The committee expressed a vision for improved access to various modes of public 
transit available along Central Ave. 

• A safe space 

o The committee envisioned "community safety ambassadors" (CSA) to be located along 
Central Ave to improve safety and to establish a visible presence for the Central Ave BID. 

• A hub for arts/murals 

o The committee envisioned public arts as a form of telling the story of Central Ave 

• Intergenerational & intercultural space 

o The group envisioned the Central Ave to be a space for all generations to use. However, 
members of the committee held youth as a very important demographic that the 
Central Ave. BID would like to serve. 

Note: Members of the committee expressed concern about avoiding becoming unauthentic like 
Abbot Kinney or the Santa Monica Promenade. "WE WANT TO BE A BID WITH HEART!" The 
committee re-emphasized the importance of avoiding gentrification and maintaining Central Ave as 
an authentic place that "combines the past with the present and looks to the future." 

Action: The committee members finished the exercise and recognized the multiple layers and 
aspects of the vision. The list will be used to develop a draft vision statement for further revision 
and approval.

The committee discussed developing the mission statement by listing key concepts that can be taken 
together to tell the story of the Central Ave BID.

WHO CAN FILL OUT & SUBMIT THE AFFIDAVIT? 

The property owner should fill out the affidavit. The following guidelines outline who can sign 
the affidavit based on the ownership: 

-If the property is owned by an individual , the individual must sign. 

-If the property is owned by a corporation , the affidavit may be signed for the corporation by 
any officers pursuant to Corporations Code section 313 (i.e., the Chairman of the Board, 
President, or Vice President arid the Secretary, any Assistant Secretary, the Chief Financial 
officer, or any Assistant Treasurer) or pursuant to the by-laws or by resolution of the 
corporation’s Board of Directors. 

-If the property is owned by a partnership , any general partner may sign. 

-If two or more persons own the property as tenants-in-common , any one tenant-in- common 
may sign for all. 

-If two or more persons own the property in joint tenancy , any one joint tenant may sign for all. 

- If a property is held by a married couple as community property , both must sign the affidavit.

Los Angeles Administrative Code (LAAC), Division.10, Chapter 1, Article i. Section 10.8 stipulates that the City of Los Angeles, in letting and 
awarding contracts for the provision to it or on its behalf of goods or services of any kind or nature, intends to deal only with those contractors 
that comply with the non-discrimination and Affirmative Action provisions of the laws of the United States of America, the State of California 
and the City of Los Angeles. The City and each of its awarding authorities shall therefore require that any person, firm, corporation, partnership 
or combination thereof, that contracts with the City for services, materials or supplies, shall not discriminate in any of its hiring or employment 
practices, shall comply with all provisions pertaining to nondiscrimination in hiring and employment, and shall require Affirmative Action 
Programs in contracts in accordance with the provisions of the LAAC. The awarding authority and/or Office of Contract Compliance of the 
Department of Public Works shall monitor and inspect the activities of each such contractor to determine that they are in compliance with the 
provisions of this chapter. 

I. Los Angeles Administrative Code Section 10.8.2 Ali Contracts: Non-discrimination Clause 

Notwithstanding any other provision of any ordinance of the City of Los Angeles to the contrary, every contract which is let, awarded or entered 
into with or on behalf of the City of Los Angeles, shall contain by insertion therein a provision obligating the contractor in the performance of 
such contract not to discriminate in his or her employment practices against any employee or applicant for employment because of the applicant’s 
race, religion, national origin, ancestry, sex, sexual orientation, age, disability, marital status, domestic partner status, or medical condition. All 
contractors who enter into such contracts with the City shall include a like provision in all subcontracts awarded for work to be performed under 
the contract with the City. Failure of the contractor to comply with this requirement or to obtain the compliance of its subcontractors with such 
obligations shall subject the contractor to the imposition of any and all sanctions allowed by law, including but not limited to termination of the 
contractor’s contract with the City, 

II. Los Angeles Administrative Code Section 10.8.3. Equal Employment Practices Provisions 

Every non-construction contract with or on behalf of the City of Los Angeles for which the consideration is $1,000 or more, and every 
construction contract for which the consideration is $1,000 or more, shall contain the following provisions, which shall be designated as the 
EQUAL EMPLOYMENT PRACTICES provision of such contract: 


A. During the performance of this contract, the contractor agrees and represents that it will provide equal employment practices and the 
contractor and each subcontractor hereunder will ensure that in his or her employment practices persons are employed and employees are treated 
equally and without regard to or because of race, religion, ancestry, national origin, sex, sexual orientation, age, disability, marital status or 
medical condition. 


1. This provision applies to work or service performed or materials manufactured or assembled in the United States, 

2. Nothing in this section shall require or prohibit the establishment of new classifications of employees in any given craft, work or service 
category. 

3. The contractor agrees to post a copy of Paragraph A hereof in conspicuous places at its place of business available to employees and 
applicants for employment. 

B. The contractor will, in all solicitations or advertisements for employees placed by or on behalf of the contractor, state that all qualified 
applicants will receive consideration for employment without regard to their race, religion, ancestry, national origin, sex, sexual orientation, age, 
disability, marital status or medical condition. 


C. As part of the City's supplier registration process, and/or at the request of the awarding authority, or the Board of Public Works, Office 
of Contract Compliance, the contractor shall certify in the specified format that he or she has not discriminated in the performance of City 
contracts against any employee or applicant for employment on the basis or because of race, religion, national origin, ancestry, sex, sexual 
orientation, age, disability, marital status or medical condition. 

D. The contractor shall permit access to and may be required to provide certified copies of ali of his or her records pertaining to 
employment and to employment practices by the awarding authority or the Office of Contract Compliance for the purpose of investigation to 
ascertain compliance with the Equal Employment Practices provisions of City contracts. On their or either of their request the contractor shall 
provide evidence that he or she has or will comply therewith. 


E. The failure of any contractor to comply with the Equal Employment Practices provisions of this contract may be deemed to be a material 
breach of City contracts. Such failure shall only be established upon a finding to that effect by the awarding authority, on the basis of its own 
investigation or that of the Board of Public Works, Office of Contract Compliance. No such finding shall be made or penalties assessed except 
upon a full and fair hearing after notice and an opportunity to be heard has been given to the contractor.

F. Upon a finding duly made that the contractor has failed to comply with the Equal Employment Practices provisions of a City contract, 
the contract may be forthwith canceled, terminated or suspended, in whole or in part, by the awarding authority, and all monies due or to become 
due hereunder may be forwarded to and retained by the City of Los Angeles. In addition thereto, such failure to comply may be the basis for a 
determination by the awarding authority or the Board of Public Works that the said contractor is an irresponsible bidder or proposer pursuant to 
the provisions of Section 371 of the Charter of the City of Los Angeles. In the event of such a determination, such contractor shall be disqualified 
from being awarded a contract with the City of Los Angeles for a period of two years, or until the contractor shall establish and carry out a 
program in conformance with the provisions hereof. 


G. Notwithstanding any other provision of this contract, the City of Los Angeles shall have any and all other remedies at law or in equity 
for any breach hereof. 


H. The Board of Public Works shall promulgate rules and regulations through the Office of Contract Compliance, and provide necessary 
forms and required language to the awarding authorities to be included in City Request for Bids or Request for Proposal packages or in supplier 
registration requirements for the implementation of the Equal Employment Practices provisions of this contract, and such rules and regulations 
and forms shall, so far as practicable, be similar to those adopted in applicable Federal Executive orders. No other rules, regulations or forms may 
be used by an awarding authority of the City to accomplish the contract compliance program. 


I. Nothing contained in this contract shall be construed in any manner so as to require or permit any act which is prohibited by law. 

J. At the time a supplier registers to do business with the City, or when an individual bid or proposal is submitted, the contractor shall agree 
to adhere to the Equal Employment Practices specified herein during the performance or conduct of City Contracts. 

K. Equal Employment Radices shall, without limitation as to the subject or nature of employment activity, be concerned with such 
employment practices as: 


1. Hiring practices: 

2. Apprenticeships where such approved programs arefunctioning, and other on-the-job training for non-apprenticeable occupations; 

3. Training and promotional opportunities; and 

4. Reasonable accommodations for persons with disabilities. 


L. All contractors subject to the provisions of this section shall include a like provision in all subcontracts awarded for work to be performed under 
the contract with the City and shall impose the same obligations, including but not limited to filing and reporting obligations, on the 
subcontractors as are applicable to the contractor. Failure of the contractor to comply with this requirement or to obtain the compliance of its 
subcontractors with all such obligations shall subject the contractor to the imposition of any and all sanctions allowed by law, including but not 
limited to termination of the contractor’s contract with the City. 

Equal Employment Practices Provisions Certification - The Contractor by its signature 
affixed hereto declares under penalty of perjury that: 


1. The Contractor has read the Nondiscrimination Clause in Section I above and certifies that it will adhere to the practices in the performance 
of all contracts.

Allard, neighborhood nonprofit 
organizations, business owners, 
developers and residents. 

The Steering Committee, along with 


the support of the Los Angeles City 
Clerk's Office and consultants Urban 
Design Center, The Sotelo Group, the 
Coalition for Responsible Community 
Development and Edward Henning & 
Associates coordinated intensive 
outreach to business and property 
owners in the summer of 2014 and 
have put together a feasibility study 
and district management plan that 
encompasses the vision to create a 
better Central Avenue.

The SPN PEDIGO HISTORIC WATSRFROOT BUSINESS IMPROV€M€nT DISTRICT (BID) implements activities and capital 
investments for the benefit of the BID’S stakeholders to create a safe, clean and vibrant place to live, work, dine, shop 
and explore. 


District Security Ambassadors patrol all BID areas seven days a 
week. These patrols are made on foot, bicycle and by a motorized 
vehicle called a T-3. BID Security Ambassadors also provide escorts for 
visitors, guests, employees and others to their vehicles or residences 
within the BID during hours of service. 

Provided as a free service to BID stakeholders, graffiti is removed 
without unnecessary delay within the District. A graffiti eradication team 
removes graffiti and paints affected areas on an as-needed basis. 

Staffed visitor information kiosks offer visitors information and brochures 
about shopping, dining, transportation and attractions located throughout 
the District. 

Alleys are patrolled and litter and illegally dumped items are collected 
twice weekly on Tuesday and Friday. 

All streets and sidewalks are swept on Monday mornings. Monthly, crews use a high pressure washer to clean sidewalks 
of accumulated gum, grease and other residue. 

Landscaping is an important part of creating an attractive place to live, work and visit. The District installs and maintains 
planters and tree areas. This includes improving the soil’s quality and installing drought-resistant, low maintenance 
plants. 

The BID works to attract greater numbers of visitors to the District on behalf of its stakeholders. The BID’S efforts also 
support the professional services, retailers, restaurants and attractions located within the District. These activities include 
but are not limited to: on-going collaborative and independent marketing, advertising, public relations and event 
sponsorships. Additionally, BID executives participate in destination travel-related trade shows and conventions 
throughout the year and work closely with Los Angeles Tourism. 

The BID purchased two used trolleys in 
December 2010. These propane 
powered vehicles provide free 
transportation services throughout the 
main corridor of the District. 

The Tivoli-style LED lights - featuring 
hanging retro globes - were chosen to 
blend with the vintage lampposts already 
in the downtown. The BID trims all city 
trees within the District every other year 
to keep businesses well exposed and 
trees healthy. 

The BID and the Community 
Redevelopment Agency (CRA) worked 
individually on complementary street- 
scape projects for the downtown areas.

FORMATION OF TH€ CENTRAL STEERING COMMITTEE 



The Central Avenue 
Business Association (CABA) 
was formed in 2007 to introduce 
businesses to resources offered by the 
Community Redevelopment Agency of 
LA (CRA-LA). The first meeting was 
held inside Tacos El Gavilan with a 
room full of businesses from along 
Central Avenue and surrounding 
corridors in collaboration with the 
CRA-LA, Coalition for Responsible 
Community Development (CRCD), the 
Office of Council District 9, CDTech, 
the Los Angeles Police Department, 
and the Community Police Advisory 
Board of LAPD’s Newton 
Division. 

The motive was to establish 
relationships with businesses and most 
importantly to assist Central Avenue 
businesses with their growth and 
development in an effort to revitalize 
and improve the Central Avenue 
corridor and form a collective voice 
that would create power and unity 
among businesses in the area. One 
successful way of supporting business 
growth was through the Fagade 
Improvement Program, which 
consisted of grants and access to 
capital opportunities that were 
specifically targeted to improve the 
exterior facades of the buildings where 
businesses were located. 

In conjunction with CRCD, and both 
business and property owners, other 



businesses along Central Avenue 
were reached out to via-phone, mail 
and door-to-door-knocking to inform 
them about CABA and its 
benefits. Shortly after, a leadership 
council was formed: President, Vice 
President, Secretary, Treasurer and 2 
At-Large members were voted in by 
the group and an application 
process was developed for potential 
new member registration. 

Program participation tripled after 
information was presented to 
business owners along Central 
Avenue in the English language with 
Spanish translation. Businesses such 
as: Bowers & Sons Cleaners, Tam’s 
Burgers, VZ Hair Design and 
Economy Cleaners were just some of 
the businesses that went through the 
Fagade Improvement process. After 
this success, the CABA continued to 
meet and organize themselves 
around issues such as; parking 
meters, bike lanes and the Central 
Avenue Streetscape Plan. 

CABA and CRCD started to explore 
the idea of a Business Improvement 
District (BID) as early as 2010. They 
researched several successful BIDS 
such as the 125 th Street BID (Harlem) 
in New York for its ability to highlight 
its rich jazz history and culture; the 
Los Angeles Downtown Industrial 
District for its success in managing 


and coordinating a complex street 
maintenance and public safety plan; 
and the El Cajon Boulevard BID in 
San Diego for its similar conditions 
and demographics. 

The Vernon Central Retail Market 
Study created by the Local Initiatives 
Support Corporation (LISC) 
MetroEdge in July 2012 found a high 
market demand in neighborhood that 
was not captured by the existing 
businesses in the market area. 
People living in Vernon Central were 
leaving the area to spend money on 
their families. This study, which was 
also presented at the 5th Annual 
Small Business Resource Fair, 
showed that there was significant 
profit potential in doing business on 
Central Avenue, and that there 
needed to be a tool to support 
business development. 

Since then, several community 
meetings were held in 2013 and 2014 
to engage business and property 
owners, stakeholders and consumers 
about the BID and how it could 
contribute to the economic success of 
Central Avenue. This led to the 
creation of the Central Avenue BID 
Steering Committee. Its members 
include property owners, business 
owners, stakeholders and nonprofits 
such as A Place Called Home and 
Concerned Citizens of South Central 
Los Angeles.

• Clean Streets Program: graffiti removal, rubbish removal, power washing of sidewalks and bus benches, 
coordination of bulky item removal, and preparation of monthly district maintenance report. 

• Community Safety Ambassadors Program: ambassadors will patrol the District by bike, greet patrons, 
pass out brochures about businesses and events, and provide directions. 

• Security Monitoring Program: security cameras will be placed on buildings to cover the breadth of the 
corridor sight line.

For building area, Garen shows 35,951 sq. ft., the existing 
parcel data shows 269,052 sq. ft., and Zimas shows 280,624 sq. ft. 

5032004900 is 3838 W Martin Luther King Jr Blvd. which it appears the building was torn down, but Garen included the 
building square footage. 

For 5033004900, the DWP building at 4030 S. Crenshaw Blvd., the existing database shows 10,000 sq. ft., but Garen 
shows 20,000 sq. ft. 

For the expansion parcels, the most significant changes appear to be for 5046040905, which is the Metro parcel on the 
west side of Crenshaw at Expo. Garen shows a land area of 18,030 sq. ft., but Zimas shows 70,568.4 sq. ft.

The square footage for the building in question is 63175 based on my use of the measuring tool. Perhaps you should 
recheck to see if you get a number closer to mine. Please note that I have NOT included what appears to be some kind 
of trailer of the west side of the building. Perhaps that is the source of part of the discrepancy between our numbers. 

Also, please note that this kind of special arrangement must be justified in the engineer's report. You have mentioned 
these kinds of adjustments more than once, so please be sure any you settle on implementing are properly addressed. 

Also, time is getting very tight for going through the BID renewal process in time to submit data to the county. Please 
finalize your approach on matters such as how to address the various rates you plan to use for street frontage and 
include all these in the relevant documents so we can move the process forward.

I am following up on your email from Friday which contained the attached 1st secured report for the Central Avenue Historic BID. We have 
reviewed the assessments shown in the report, and some of the parcel assessments are significantly different than what we understand the 
assessments are meant to be based on the Management District Plan. 

Please see the attached document "CAHD-Funds-TaxLeviedVsMDP" in which we have compared the Taxes Levied as shown in the 1st Secured 
Report vs. the assessment amounts shown in the MDP. As you can see for most of the parcels the tax levied amount matches what we show in 
the MDP. However for about 38 parcels the tax levied amount is significantly higher than the assessment amount shown in the MDP, and for 1 
parcel the tax levied amount is smaller. Some of the taxes levied seem to be double what is shown in the MDP. The total difference seems to add 
up to $53,106.76. 

Do you know why we are seeing this discrepancy? Are these differences the result of some property owners being billed for 2017 and also being 
re-billed for 2016 if they did not pay their assessment last year?

3. The 2nd bullet point states that accessible vacant lots will be cleaned. Since cleaning the lot would go beyond the 
allowable use of assessment funds, please clarify that cleaning takes place along the sidewalk and public right of 









way adjacent to vacant lots. 

4. Please delete the items/paragraphs after the 3rd bullet point until the paragraph that begins: "Budget surpluses in 
this program area..." This information is too specific and should not be included in the annual report. 

Enhanced Safety Program 

1. Write the acronym (UDC) after "Urban Design Center" since it is used in other parts of the document. 

2. Delete the last par! agraph since it repeats the 2nd paragraph of this section. We inserted the language from your! 
MDP as a starting point. 

Parking Demand Management Program 

1. Delete the 1st paragraph as it repeats the 1st paragraph of the section we inserted from your MDP. 

Branding Program 

1. Delete the 1st paragraph as it repeats the 1st paragraph of the section we inserted from your MDP.

> Explanation of Rollover Funds: 

> Central Avenue Historic District started operations in March 2016 however it did not receive its funding until 
June 2016. Therefore we were only able to onboard our branding and marketing programs and the Clean 





Streets team, CRCD Enterprises, Inc. which was brought under contract in May 2016. They agreed to start work 
ahead of funding being available. 

> Additionally CRCD, received a grant from the New 9th Council District for graffiti removal, trash removal, bulky 
item pick-up and sidewalk steam cleaning which included all of the Central Avenue Historic Business 
Improvement District area. Thus, CAHD only had to pay for street cleaning 6 days a week. CRCD billed us 
$6,750 per month in the first year of our contract whereas the total services provided to our district equated to 
approximately $13,000 per month. Our MDP allocated allocated approximately $11,000 per month for Clean 
Streets program so the balance of funds rolled over to 2017. 

> During CRCD's second contract year for services starting in May 2017 we increased their fee to $8,750 per 
month to cover the cost of an additional day of service on Sundays, a new clean streets liaison and additional 
graffiti removal in the areas above the six feet in height designated by the City's program and on signs and tile 
work. Again the balance of funds rolled over to 2018. 

> We began to interview companies for our Ambassador program in March of 2016 and was not able to bring on 
a consulting company until September 2016. Therefore, we only expended funding for 4 months in 2016 for 
Ambassador program which included a surge in services we implemented to get the Ambassadors onboarded. 
The surge included 7 ambassadors 7 days per week. The balance of funds rolled over to 2017. 

> Additionally, DOT is assisting us with several of our Parking Demand Management tasks so we have not had 
to bring on a consultant just yet. 

> We are also still in the process on identifying contractors to install our Wi-Fi and camera system and we just 
select the new trash receptacles for the corridors. We expect the total cost for these items to be between 
$60,000 to $80,000. 

> Please see the annual rollover worksheet forwarded by Griffin. The CAHD Executive Committee will meet on 
Febraury 14th to determine how much funding should be set aside to cover clean streets cost in case CRCD 
loses its City contract in future years. They will also determine what other cost need to be considered, if 
transfers need to be made to other program areas or if the MDP needs to be amended to accommodate new 
district programs.

I. Management District Plan Summary 

The name of the proposed Property-Based Business Improvement District is the Leimert Park 
Village/Crenshaw Corridor Business Improvement District ("District"). The District is being 
established pursuant to Section 36600 et seq. of the California Streets and Highways Code, The 
"Property and Business Improvement District Law of 1994 as amended", hereinafter referred to 
as State Law. It would represent a 3 renewal of the existing District and an expansion of the 
District to include additional parcels on Crenshaw Corridor from 39th Street to Jefferson 
Boulevard. 

The Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw Corridor Business Improvement District Management Plan is 
proposed to improve and convey special benefits to assessed properties located within the 
District area. The District will provide continued improvements and activities, including clean 
and beautification, marketing, and administration. Each of the programs is designed to meet 
the goals of the District, to improve safety and cleanliness, increase building occupancy and 
lease rates, attract more customers to District businesses, encourage new business 
development, and attract ancillary businesses and services for parcels within the District. The 
parcel land uses within the boundaries of the District are a mix of retail, restaurant, art, office, 
parking, and mixed use commercial uses. Services and improvements provided by the District 
are designed to provide special benefits to individually assessed parcels in the form of 
improving the economic and environmental vitality by increasing building occupancy and lease 
rates, encouraging new business development, and encouraging commerce.

Budget: The total District budget for the 2019 year of operation is approximately $451,204.08.

Assessment funds may be used as matching funds in order to apply for grants such as the Los 
Angeles County Metropolitan Transportation Authority's Call for Projects, the City of Los 
Angeles Department of Transportation's People Street Improvements, and foundation grants 
for marketing and business development. These grant funds may be used to enhance 
landscaping, wayfinding signage, and business development. These improvements and activities 
will be provided only to individual assessed parcels defined as being within the boundaries of 
the District and will provide benefits which are particular and distinct to each of the individual 
assessed parcels within the proposed District.

Benefit Zones: The State Law and State Constitution Article XIIID require that special 
assessments be levied according to the special benefit each parcel receives from the 
improvements. In order to match assessment rates to special benefits received, three service 
levels, or benefit zones, have been created within the Greater Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw 
Corridor Business Improvement District. See section 2 for a detailed description of benefit 
zones. 

Cost: Annual assessments are based upon an allocation of program costs by Zone and a 
calculation of assessed lot square footage, assessed building square footage, and frontage 
footage. Three property assessment variables, parcel square footage, building square footage 
and linear street frontage footage will be used in the calculation. The 2019 assessments per 
assessment variable will not exceed the amounts listed in the following chart:

Cap: Annual assessment increases will not exceed 5% per year. Increases will be determined by 
the Community Build Board of Directors ("Board") with input from the Board Advisory 
Committee for the BID and will vary between 0% and 5% in any given year. Any annual 
assessment increase must be approved by the Board and be submitted to the City in the annual 
planning report. 

District Formation: District formation requires submission of favorable petitions from property 
owners representing more than 50% of total assessments to be paid and the return of ballots 
evidencing a majority of ballots cast in favor of the assessment. Ballots are weighted by each 
property owner's assessment as proportionate to the total proposed District assessment 
amount. 

Duration: The District will have a 5-year life, beginning January 1, 2019 and ending December 
31, 2023. 

Governance: The BID Manager will review District budgets and policies annually within the 
limitations of the Management District Plan. Annual and quarterly reports, financial statements 
and newsletters will be filed with the City of Los Angeles (City). The BID Manager will oversee 
the day-to-day implementation of services as defined in the Management District Plan. 

II. Business Improvement District Boundaries 

Overall Boundary (Also see map, page 12) 


The Greater Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw Corridor Business Improvement District includes all 
property within a boundary formed by: 

Beginning at the northwest corner of parcel 5044-004-025, then east along the north line of 
said parcel to east line of said parcel, then south along the east line of parcel 5044-004-025 and 
the east line of parcels abutting the east side of Crenshaw Boulevard to the south side of 
Exposition Boulevard, then east to the west side of Bronson Avenue, then south to the south 
side of Rodeo Road, then east to east line of parcel 5033-001-020, then south along the east 
line of parcel 5033-001-020 to the south side of Coliseum Street, then west to the west side of 
Bronson Avenue, then south along the east line of parcel 5033-003-019 and the east line of 
parcels abutting the east side of Crenshaw Boulevard to the north side of 39 th Street, then west 
to the east side of Crenshaw Boulevard, then south to the northwest corner of parcel 5033-004- 
901, then east along the north line of said parcel to the east line of said parcel, then south along 
the east line of parcel 5033-004-901 and the east line of parcels abutting the east side of 
Crenshaw Boulevard to the south side of Martin Luther King, Jr. Boulevard, then east to the

of parcel 5024-017-001, then east along the north line of said parcel and the north line of the 
parcels abutting the north side of 43rd Street to the west side of Leimert Boulevard, then south 
along the west side of Leimert Boulevard to its intersection with the east side of Crenshaw 
Boulevard, then north along the east side of Crenshaw Boulevard to a point directly east of 
parcel 5013-013-013, then west along the south line of parcels 5013-013-013 and 014 to the 
southwest corner of parcel 5013-013-014, then north along the west line of said parcel and the 
parcels abutting the west side of Crenshaw Boulevard to a point in the south line of parcel 
5032-002-040 on the north side of Stocker Street, then southwesterly along the north side of 
Stocker Street to the northeasterly side of Santa Rosalia Drive, then northwesterly along the 
northeasterly side of Santa Rosalia Drive to the east side of Buckingham Drive, then north along 
the east side of Buckingham Drive to the southwesterly side of Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Boulevard, then southeasterly along the southwesterly side of Martin Luther King, Jr. Boulevard 
to the easterly side of Marlton Avenue, then northerly along the easterly side of Marlton 
Avenue to the north side of 39 th Street, then west along the south side of parcel 5045-019-040 
to the west side of said parcel, then north along the west side of parcel 5045-019-040 and the 
west line of parcels abutting the west side of Crenshaw Boulevard to the north side of Rodeo 
Place, then north along the west side of parcels 5046023012, 5046023013, 5046023014, 
5046023015, 5046023016, 5046023017, 5046023018, 5046023019, 5046023020, 5046023021, 
and 5046023023, to the north side of Rodeo Road, then north along the west side of parcel 
5046-022-900 to the north line of said parcel, then east along the north line of said parcel to 
the west side of Crenshaw Boulevard, then north to the southeast corner of parcel 5046-040- 
905, then south along the south side of said parcel to the west line of parcel 5046-040-905, 
then north along the west side of parcel 5046-040-905 and the west line of parcels abutting the 
west side of Crenshaw Boulevard to the south side of Jefferson Boulevard, then east along the 
south side of Jefferson Boulevard to the point of beginning. 

Zone Boundary Description (Also see map, page 12) 

Zone 1: 

The core Leimert Park Village area parcels and commercial area along Leimert Blvd. make up 
Zone 1. The Leimert Park Village area is bounded by the northern boundary of the parcels 
abutting the north side of 43rd St. to 43rd PI. to the south, and parcels facing Degnan Blvd. on 
both the east and west. The area along Leimert Blvd. includes parcels abutting the west side of 
Leimert Blvd. from 43rd St. to the intersection of Leimert Blvd. and Crenshaw Blvd. 
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Zone 2: 

Commercial areas along Crenshaw Blvd (not including the Baldwin Hills Mall) and Marlton 
Square make up Zone 2. The area along Crenshaw Blvd. includes both sides of Crenshaw Blvd. 
from the south side of Jefferson Blvd. to the north side of 39th St., the east side of Crenshaw 
from parcel 5033-004-901 to the north side of Stocker St., and both sides of Crenshaw Blvd. 
from the south side of Stocker St. to parcel 5013-013-013 on the west side and parcel 5013- 
023-007 on the east side of Crenshaw Blvd. Marlton Square is bounded by Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Blvd. to the north, Santa Rosalia Dr. to the south, Buckingham Rd. to the west and Marlton 
Ave. to the east. 

Zone 3: 

Crenshaw Mall parcels make up Zone 3. This zone is bounded by 39th St. to the north Santa 
Rosalia Dr. and Stocker St. to the south, Marlton Ave. to the west and Crenshaw Blvd. to the 
east. 


District Boundary Rationale 

The property land uses within the general boundaries of the District are a mix of commercial, 
government, and non-profit. Leimert Park is unique in that for over 50 years it has been an 
important center of African-American art and culture as well as a center of commerce in the 
African-American community. Crenshaw Plaza/Baldwin Hills Mall, which is within the District, 
was one of the first large shopping malls developed in the Unities States. The boundaries for 
the Leimert Park BID were established in 2003 in an effort to respect the historic nature of the 
commercial district and bring revitalization to the district. 

In order to ensure that parcels outside of the District will not specially benefit from the 
improvements and services funded with the assessment, improvements and services will only 
be provided to individual assessed parcels within the boundaries of the District. All of the 
services provided, such as the cleaning work provided by the Clean Team, are services that are 
over and above the City's baseline of services and are not provided by the City. These services 
are not provided outside of the District. Improvements and services will only be provided to 
each individually assessed parcel within the boundaries of the District. Specifically, cleaning 
personnel, and similar service providers employed in connection with the District will only 
provide services to individual assessed parcels within the District, and will not provide services 
outside of District boundaries. Nor will District promotional efforts promote activities outside of 
District boundaries. 
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Northern Boundary: 

The northern boundary of the Greater Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw Corridor Business 
Improvement District is Martin Luther King Boulevard, 39th Street and the north parcel line of 
parcels facing on the north side of 43rd Street. Parcels north of Martin Luther King Boulevard, 
the east side of 39th Street and the north side of 43rd Street are zoned solely residential and 
will not specially benefit from the unique improvements and services which are designed to 
provide special benefits in the form of improving the economic and environmental vitality while 
preserving and strengthening the historical nature of the commercial uses within the District. 
These programs are not designed to provide special benefit to the residential uses outside of 
District boundaries because District programs are designed to provide special benefits to the 
retail, restaurant, art, office, parking and mixed use commercial uses in the form of increasing 
commercial building occupancy and lease rates, encouraging new business development, and 
encouraging commerce. 

Programs funded with the assessment, will only be provided to individual assessed parcels 
within the boundaries of the District. Parcels directly north of west side of 39th Street differ 
from District uses in that they do not depend on pedestrian traffic to support their businesses. 
An example of which is the funeral home just outside the District boundaries. Parcels north of 
the District also differ in commercial scale and use than the Crenshaw/Baldwin Hills Mall 
parcels in that they do not depend on walk up business and do not have the same historic 
nature of other commercial parcels within the District. Specifically, cleaning personnel, and 
similar service providers employed in connection with the District will only provide services to 
individual assessed parcels on the streets and sidewalks within the District, and will not provide 
services outside of District boundaries. 

Eastern Boundary: 

The eastern boundary of the Greater Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw Corridor Business 
Improvement District varies between the west side of Leimert Boulevard on the south and the 
eastern parcel line of parcels facing on the east side of Crenshaw Boulevard, except for the 
residentially zoned parcels on the east side of Crenshaw Boulevard between 39 th Street and 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. This boundary was determined because properties within the 
district are commercial while properties outside the eastern district boundary are solely 
residential in use and will not specially benefit from the unique improvements and services 
which are designed to provide special benefits in the form of improving the economic and 
environmental vitality while preserving and strengthening the historical nature of the 
commercial uses within the District. 

These programs are not designed to provide special benefit to the solely residential uses 
outside of District boundaries. District programs are designed to benefit commercial parcels 
because District programs are designed to provide special benefits to the retail, restaurant, art, 
office, parking and mixed use commercial uses in the form of increasing commercial building 
occupancy and lease rates, encouraging new business development, and encouraging 
commerce. Specifically, sidewalk cleaning personnel, and similar service providers employed in 
connection with the District will only provide services to individual assessed parcels on the 
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streets and sidewalks within the District, and will not provide services outside of District 
boundaries. 

Southern Boundary: 

The southern boundary is the southern parcel line of parcels 5013-013-013, 5013-013-014, and 
5013-023-007. This boundary was determined because properties along Crenshaw Boulevard 
are of similar commercial use as the retail, restaurant, art, office, parking and mixed use 
commercial uses as parcels 5013-013-013,5013-013-014, and 5013-023-007. Parcels 5013-013- 
013 and 5013-013-014 are on the south west corner of Crenshaw Boulevard and Vernon 
Avenue, a multi-story bank building, are included in the District to provide District programs to 
all four corners of the intersection. The street on the south side of parcel 5013-013-013 is used 
as a street connecting S. Victoria Avenue and Crenshaw Boulevard and acts as a district 
boundary. Parcels south of the District boundary will not specially benefit from District 
programs. Parcels south of the District boundary are a mix of residential intermingled with an 
occasional small commercial use. 

These parcels do not rely on pedestrian traffic to support commercial activity and will not 
specially benefit from the District clean and beautiful programs which are designed to enhance 
pedestrian traffic and increase walk in business for parcels in the District. The parcels south of 
the District boundary will not specially benefit from the District marketing program which is 
designed to increase awareness of the Historic Leimert Park District and increase commerce to 
the historic commercial businesses within the District boundary. The parcels south of the 
District boundary are not in the historic area of Leimert Park which ends at the District 
boundary and the Crenshaw District begins. The parcels are not part of the traditional Leimert 
Park African-American art and culture district and don't further the goal of improving the 
economic and environmental vitality while preserving and strengthening the historical nature of 
the commercial uses within the District. Parcels south of Stocker Avenue and west of Crenshaw 
Boulevard are in an unincorporated area of Los Angeles County and are not included with in the 
District boundaries. Property based business improvement districts cannot cross governmental 
jurisdiction lines without the approval of both jurisdictions. In order to ensure that parcels 
outside of the District will not specially benefit from the unique improvements and services 
funded with the assessment, improvements and services will only be provided within the 
boundaries of the District. Specifically, cleaning personnel, and similar service providers 
employed in connection with the District will only patrol and provide services to individual 
assessed parcels on the streets and sidewalks within the District, and will not provide services 
outside of District boundaries. 

Western Boundary: 

The western boundary of the Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw Business Improvement District is 
the western parcel line of parcels on the west side of Crenshaw Boulevard beginning with 
parcel 5013-013-013 and heading north to Stocker Street. At Stocker Street turn west along 
Stocker Street to Santa Rosalia Drive. At Santa Rosalia Drive turn northerly along Santa Rosalia 
Drive to Buckingham Road. At Buckingham Road turn northerly to Martin Luther King Jr. 
Boulevard. At Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard turn easterly to Marlton Avenue. At Marlton 
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Avenue turn northerly to 39th Street. At 39th Street continue northerly along the western 
parcel line of parcels on the west side of Crenshaw Boulevard to Rodeo Place, then continue 
northerly along the western border of parcels 5046023012, 5046023013, 5046023014, 
5046023015, 5046023016, 5046023017, 5046023018, 5046023019, 5046023020, 5046023021, 
and 5046023023, then northerly along the western parcel line of parcels on the west side of 
Crenshaw Boulevard to Jefferson Boulevard. 

This boundary was chosen for its unique commercial uses including regional medical center, 
and mall restaurant/retail. Parcels west of the District boundary are zoned solely residential 
which are excluded by State Law from being included within the District or are commercially 
zoned parcels that area not being used for commercial uses. The commercial zoned uses on the 
southwest side of Santa Rosalia Dr. are religious, recreational and residential and do not 
depend on pedestrian traffic to support commercial activity. These parcels outside the District 
will not benefit from the District programs which are specifically designed to improve 
pedestrian traffic and provide special benefit to the retail, restaurant, art, office, parking and 
commercial uses within the District. Services will only be provided to individual assessed parcels 
within the boundaries of the District. Specifically, cleaning personnel, and similar service 
providers employed in connection with the District will only , patrol and provide services to 
individual assessed parcels on the streets and sidewalks within the District, and will not provide 
services outside of District boundaries. 

Zone 1 Boundary: 

Zone 1 is the core of Leimert Park Village area and contains a concentration of non-mall retail 
uses, and a large District serving parking lot. This area has the highest pedestrian counts 
generated by the businesses and the parking lot and the highest demand for clean and 
beautiful services. This zone is bounded by 43rd St. to the north and 43rd PI. to the south, and 
parcels facing Degnan Blvd. on both the east and west. 

Zone 2 Boundary: 

Zone 2 is made up of parcels along Crenshaw Boulevard (not including the Crenshaw Mall), 
Leimert Boulevard and Marlton Square. Zone 2 whose businesses for the most part face on high 
volume high speed streets which are less pedestrian friendly. These businesses have limited on 
street parking and provide most of their parking off street either in front or behind their 
businesses. Zone 2 has lower pedestrian traffic than zone 1 and less need for clean and 
beautiful services. 

Zone 3 Boundary: 

Zone 3 consists of the Crenshaw Mall parcels. This zone is bounded by 39th St. to the north, 
Santa Rosalia Dr. and Stocker st. to the south, Marlton Ave. to the west and Crenshaw Blvd. to 
the east. Zone 3 has the lowest need for clean and beautiful services due to existing Crenshaw 
mall maintenance. 
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III. Proposed Management District Service Plan 

Through a series of meetings, the District Steering Committee collectively determined that the 
business improvement district should be property-based and determined the priority for 
improvements and activities to be delivered by the business improvement district. The Steering 
Committee selected four priorities: clean streets, safety, marketing and administration. All of 
the services will be over and above the City's baseline of services and are not provided by the 
City. 

All of the improvements and activities detailed below will be provided only to individual 
assessed parcels defined as being within the boundaries of the District and will provide benefits 
which are particular and distinct to each of the individual assessed parcels within the proposed 
District. No improvement or activities will be provided to properties outside the District 
boundaries. All assessments outlined in this Management District Plan will be used solely to 
provide services directly benefiting each of the individual assessed parcels in this District. All 
services will be provided to the individual assessed parcels defined as being within the District 
boundaries and no services will be provided outside the District boundaries. Each of the 
services are unique to the District and to each of the District's individual assessed parcels, 
therefore all benefits provided are particular and distinct to each individual assessed parcel. 

All assessments outlined in this Management District Plan will be used to support increased 
commerce, business attraction and retention, enhanced overall image, and increased property 
rental income within this commercial core. All services, projects, promotions, cleaning and 
professional/administration services are provided solely to individual assessed parcels within 
the district to enhance the image and viability of individual assessed parcels and businesses 
within the District boundaries and are designed only for the direct special benefit of the 
individual assessed parcels in the District. No services will be provided to non-assessed parcels 
outside the District boundaries. 

Assessment District programs and activities confer a combination of general and special 
benefits to properties, but the only program benefits that can be assessed are those that 
provide special benefit to the assessed properties. For the purposes of this analysis, a "general 
benefit" is hereby defined as: "A benefit to properties in the area and in the surrounding 
community or benefit to the public in general resulting from the improvement, activity, or 
service to be provided by the assessment levied". "Special benefit" as defined by the California 
State Constitution means a distinct benefit over and above general benefits conferred on real 
property located in the District or to the public at large.

The properties within the boundaries of the District that will receive special benefits from BID 
funded programs and services are currently a mix of commercial, government, and non-profit. 
Services, programs and improvements provided and funded by the District are primarily 
designed to provide special benefits as described below to identified assessed parcels and the 
array of land uses within the boundaries of the District. The proposed District programs are 
Clean, Safe & Beautiful, Marketing, and Administration. These are listed in Section 2 and 
described in further detail below. 

Individually assessed commercial, industrial, government, and non-profit parcels within the 
boundaries of the District will benefit specially from the District's Streetscape Services program 
which will create a cleaner and more welcoming environment for their customers, patrons, 
tenants, visitors, and employees. This program will improve aesthetic appeal for patrons, 
visitors and employees of the assessed commercial, industrial, government, and non-profit 
parcels within the District by reducing litter and debris, which are detractions to commerce and 
commercial occupancy rates if not contained and properly managed. The LAUSD parcels will 
especially benefit from the District's Streetscape Services program through a cleaner and 
healthier environment around the LAUSD campus which results in an increased likelihood of 
this campus being chosen by parents for their children's education. The Streetscape Services 
program will create a cleaner and more welcoming environment for the employees of the 
government parcels. Individually assessed residential parcels within the boundaries of the 
District (all located on non-residentially zoned parcels) will especially benefit from the 
Streetscape Services program through an increase in the cleanliness and livability of the 
environment for the tenants. 

The District Management Program will include an Executive Director to negotiate and monitor 
service contracts and program operations, facilitate community development, and manage 
public policy, planning and economic development initiatives to promote the district. Other 
management costs will include leasing office equipment, the purchase of office supplies, 
bookkeeping, insurance, and organizational management and business filings costs. Individually 
assessed commercial, industrial, government, non-profit, and residential parcels within the 
boundaries of the District will especially benefit from the District Management program as this 
program will implement the programs for the operation of the Streetscape Services and 
Enhanced Safety programs which will create a cleaner and safer environment for the 
customers, patrons, and tenants of these parcels. 

The District's Branding program will include the maintenance of the website and social media 
site with information and videos promoting the District, a newsletter promoting the District and 
its businesses, wayfinding signage to help visitors to the District, flyers and brochures 
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promoting the district, and multiple business development and cultural events per year. 
Individually assessed commercial and industrial parcels within the boundaries of the District will 
especially benefit from the Branding program through an increased likelihood of improved 
lease rates and tenant occupancy because of an increase in commercial activity and an overall 
increase in District activity. Individually assessed government, non-profit, and residential 
parcels within the boundaries of the District will not receive special benefit from the Branding 
program and will not be assessed for it. 

The aforementioned program special benefits are particular and distinct to each and every 
assessed parcel within the District and are not provided to non-assessed parcels outside of the 
District. The City of Los Angeles does not provide these supplemental programs, services or 
improvements. The very nature of the purpose of this District is to fund supplemental 
programs, improvements and services to assessed parcels within the BID boundaries above and 
beyond what is being currently funded either via normal tax supported methods or other 
funding sources. All special benefits derived from the assessments to be levied on assessed 
parcels within the District are for services, programs and improvements directly benefiting each 
individual assessed parcel within the District. No District funded services, activities or programs 
will be provided outside of the District boundaries. In order to ensure that parcels outside of 
the District will not specially benefit from the improvements and services funded with the 
assessment, improvements and services will only be provided for assessed parcels within the 
boundaries of the District. Specifically, Safety Ambassador patrols, Streetscape Services 
personnel, and similar service providers employed in connection with the District will only 
patrol and provide services on the streets and sidewalks within the District, and will not provide 
services outside of District boundaries. Nor will District promotional efforts promote activities 
outside of District boundaries. 

While every attempt is made to provide District services and programs to confer benefits only 
to those identified assessed parcels within the District, the California State Constitution was 
amended via Proposition 218 to stipulate that general benefits exist, either by design or 
unintentional, in all assessment districts and that a portion of the program costs must be 
considered attributable to general benefits and assigned a value. General benefits cannot be 
funded by assessment revenues. General benefits might be conferred on parcels within the 
District, or "spillover" onto parcels surrounding the District, or to the public at large who might 
be passing through the District with no intention of transacting business within the District or 
interest in the District itself. 

special benefit to parcels within the District totals $441,000.00 and is funded by property 
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assessments. General benefit from the District budget is calculated to be $10,204.00 and is not 
funded by assessment revenue from District parcels. 

The Proposed Management District Service Plan budget is made up of the following 
components: 

CLEAN AND SAFE PROGRAM $306,938.78 (68.0%) 

In order to consistently deal with cleaning issues, a District Cleaning Program will continue the 
work that is has for the past be eleven years. |e Clean Team program budget for each zone 
can be found in the chart on HgelS' Basic cleaning services, such as trash pickup and removal 
from the district, landscape service, equipment expense and administration area delivered. The 
clean team will only provide service to assessed parcels within the District boundaries. In order 
to consistently deal with cleaning issues, a multi-dimensional approach has been developed 
consisting of the following elements: 

• Sidewalk Cleaning: Uniformed, radio equipped personnel will sweep litter, debris and 
refuse from sidewalks, along fence lines in the public right of way, and gutters of the 
assessed parcels in the District. District personnel may also pressure wash the sidewalks. 

• Trash Collection: Personnel will collect trash from sidewalk trash canisters. 

• Graffiti Removal: District personnel will remove graffiti from the assessed parcels in the 
District by painting, using solvent and pressure washing. The District maintains a zero 
tolerance graffiti policy. An effort is made to remove all tags within 24 hours on 
weekdays. Graffiti will also be removed. 

• Weed Abatement: Weeds are removed as they become unsightly or as needed. 

• Special Collections: District trucks are often called to dispose of illegal food vendors' 
inventory. They are also dispatched to collect shopping carts and large bulky items 
illegally dumped in the District. 

• Landscape Maintenance: Landscape maintenance is an important program that works 
to attract increased customers to the district. Landscape maintenance includes 
maintaining tree wells and weed abatement. 

• Monitoring of under construction and/or vacant parcels: Parcels that are under 
construction and/or vacant within the BID will be monitored for maintenance and 
security problems. For example, a broken security fence allowing access to the site 
would be reported to the property owner. 
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Safe program elements would include community ambassador services designed to help create 
a welcoming environment throughout the district. The four primary roles for the community 
ambassadors will be to: 

1. ENGAGE: Be present throughout the District and engage patrons to share information 
and to connect them with District Businesses. Visit District properties and businesses to 
document their service needs and keep them informed about District matters. 

2. INFORM: Distribute information about the district, its businesses and community 
events. 

3. REPORT: Observe and report incidents to the Los Angeles Police Department. 

4. DOCUMENT: Collection of information to facilitate business and economic 

development of the district and documenting matters that need to be reported to other 
agencies such as street repairs to 311, graffiti and street cleaning needs to the clean 
team and the location of homeless persons to the homeless outreach team. 

The special benefit to individual assessed parcels in the District from these services is increased 
commercial activity which directly relates to increases in customer usage. 

It is important to not only provide the services needed in the District, but to tell the story of 
improvement in the District. The web site will contain a section that lists each business within 
the District. The special benefit to District parcels from the web site is an increased awareness 
of the businesses within the district and their individual offerings which attracts new customers 
to the District businesses and provides an increase in commercial activity which directly relates 
to increases in lease rates and enhanced commerce. The quarterly newsletter provides a special 
benefit to District assessed parcels by an increasing the awareness of the success of District 
programs, providing updates on District issues such as crime statistics and communicating the 
continued improvement in the economic environment of the District to each of the individually 
assessed District parcels The special benefit from the communication and media relation 
programs is an increase in lease rates, tenant occupancy, and commercial activity. Some of the 
communication/economic development programs being considered are: 

• Image and Communication programs, newsletters, collateral materials, website 
development to support local businesses, and District programs. 

• Public and Media Relations. 

• Development of Greater Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw Corridor Business Improvement 
District branding elements. 
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MANAGEMENT/RESERVE/CITY FEES $52,183.67 §11.6%) 

The improvements and activities are managed by a professional staff that requires centralized 
administrative support. Management staff oversees the District's services which are delivered 
seven days a week. Management staff actively works on behalf of the District parcels to insure 
that City and County services and policies support the District. Management staff expenses are 
allocated according to generally accepted accounting job costing procedures and are allocated 
to the specific areas in which staff works. Included in this item are management labor, office 
expense and organizational expenses such as insurance and the cost to conduct a yearly 
financial review. A well-managed District provides necessary BID program oversight and 
guidance that produces higher quality and more efficient programs. The special benefit to 
assessed parcels from these services is an increased likelihood of improved lease rates and 
tenant occupancy because of an increase in commercial activity, an increase in customers and 
an increase in residential serving businesses in part due to the work of the management staff as 
stated above. Also included in this budget item are City fees to collect and process the 
assessments. The administration/reserve/city fees budget for each zone can be found in the 
chart'oh page 18.' 

OPERATING CONTINGENCY $51,153.06 (11.3%) 

To cover the cost of uncollected funds, reports and none budgeted additional fees and costs. 

IV. Proposed Multi-Year Budget 2019 through 2023 

The total improvement and activity plan budget for 2019 is projected to be $451,204.08. Actual 
service hours and frequency of the budget components may vary over the 5-year life of the 
District based on feasibility and in order to match varying District needs. A detailed operation 
deployment plan for 2019 is available from the BID Manager. 

A projected five-year operating budget for the District is provided below. The projections are 
based upon the following assumptions: 

• Assessments will be subject to an annual increase of up to 5% per year to address 
changes in the cost of providing services. The actual amount of increase will be 
determined by the Board, with input from the Board Advisory Committee for the BID, 
and will vary between 0% and 5% in any given year. Any change will be approved by the 
Board and submitted to the City within its annual planning report. The projections 
below illustrate a maximum 5% annual increase for all budget items. 

• The cost of providing programs and services may vary depending on the market cost for 
those programs and services. Expenditures may require adjustment up or down to 
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continue the intended level of programs and services. The Board shall have the right to 
reallocate up to 10% by line item within the budgeted categories. Any change will be 
approved by the Board, with input from the Board Advisory Committee for the BID, and 
submitted to the City of Los Angeles within its annual planning report. Pursuant to 
Section 36650 of the California Streets and Highways Code, the overall budget shall 
remain consistent with this Management District Plan. 

• Any annual budget surplus will be included into the following year's District budget. The 
budget will be set accordingly, within the constraints of the management plan to adjust 
for surpluses that are carried forward. District funds may be used to fund the cost of 
renewing the District. Funds from an expired District shall be rolled over into the new 
District if one is established, or returned to the property owners if one is not 
established, in accordance with the Streets and Highways Code section 36671. If an 
error is discovered on a parcel's assessed footages, the District may investigate and 
correct the assessed footages after confirming the correction with the L.A. County 
Assessor Data and City Clerk's office. The correction may result in an increase or 
decrease to the parcels assessment.

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V. Assessment Methodology 

Individual assessable parcels shall be assessed according to each parcel's proportionate special 
benefit derived from the services provided to that parcel. Each parcel pays 100% of the special 
benefit derived by the individual parcel. Special circumstances such as a parcel's location within 
the District area and need and/or frequency for services are carefully reviewed relative to the 
specific and distinct type of programs and improvements to be provided by the District in order 
to determine the appropriate levels of assessment. For a further definition of special benefits 
see the Engineer's Report page_. 

The methodology to levy assessments upon real property that receives special benefits from the 
improvements and activities of the Greater Leimert Park Village/Crenshaw Corridor Business 
Improvement District are Street Front Footage and Assessable Square Footage (lot square 
footage + building square footage) as the two assessment variables. In order to determine which 
elements will be a part of the assessment methodology it begins with an analysis of the building 
types and development types within a district. The building types within this district vary from 
one story commercial buildings to multi-story office and mixed use commercial buildings. The 
use of building square footage as one of the assessment variables addresses the need to spread 
the assessments equitably in a district that has such a wide variable of density on a parcel. 

To further determine which elements will be a part of the assessment methodology there must 
be an analysis of the parcel sizes and variations in parcel size within the district. This District 
does not have a consistent parcel size throughout the District. The parcels vary from small 
commercial parcels with one small building to large parcels with multitenant office and mixed 
use commercial developments. The use of lot size as one of the assessment variables address 
the need to spread the assessments equitably in a district that has such a wide variable in lot 
size. Street front footage was also used as an assessment variable in this District. Street front 
footage is relevant to the need for services along streets, sidewalks and building fronts. The use 
of each parcel's assessable lot square footage, building square footage and street front footage 
is the best measure of benefit for the programs because the intent of the District activities is to 
improve the safety of each individual parcel, to increase building occupancy and lease rates, to 
encourage new business development and attract ancillary businesses and services for parcels 
within the District, in other words to attract more customers, clients and or employees. 

Street Front Footage Defined: Street Front Footage is defined as the front footage of a parcel 
that fronts a public street. Properties are assessed for the street frontage on the street on which 
the building's main entrance is located. Properties with more than one street frontage such as 
corner lots or whole block parcels are assessed only for the street frontage on the street on 
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which the building's main entrance is located. Linear frontage footage was obtained from the 
County Assessor's parcel maps. 

Assessable Square Footage Defined (zone 1 & zone 2): Assessable Square Footage is defined as 
the lot square footage + the building square footage of a parcel. Lot square footage is defined as 
the total amount of area within the borders of the parcel. The borders of a parcel are defined on 
the County Assessor parcel maps. Building square footage is defined as gross building square 
footage as determined by the outside measurements of a building. In zone 1 and zone 2, 
assessable square footage is defined as lot square footage + building square footage. 

Assessable Square Footage Defined (zone 3): In zone 3, assessable square footage is defined as 
just lot square footage. Lot square footage is defined as the total amount of area within the 
borders of the parcel. 

Benefit Zones 

The State Law and State Constitution Article XIIID require that special assessments be levied 
according to the special benefit each parcel receives from the improvements. In order to match 
assessment rates to benefits, three benefit zones have been created within the District. The 
levels of appropriate service delivery within each zone were determined by analyzing current 
service delivery needs, pedestrian activity, population density and projecting future needs over 
the term of the District in order to produce a common level of cleanliness throughout the 
District. Each zones assessment rate was calculated by determining the expense for the services 
provided in that area and then spreading the expenses over the total assessable footage for that 
Zone. 

Zone 1 streets are streets within Leimert Park Village with high concentrations of pedestrian 
activity and will receive a different level of special benefit in the form of increased frequency of 
sidewalk sweeping and cleaning. Zone 1 service includes sidewalk sweeping, trash collection, 
graffiti removal, and pressure washing. Zone 2 streets are also major streets and have different 
pedestrian use patterns than the Zone 1 streets, with less pedestrian activity. Zone 2 streets 
require a different frequency of sidewalk services to match the different use patterns. Zone 2 
service includes sidewalk sweeping, trash collection, graffiti removal, and pressure washing. 
Zone 1 and 2 are assessed on street front footage and assessable square footage (made up of 
building square footage + lot square footage). Zone 3 streets are around the perimeter of the 
Crenshaw/Baldwin Hills Mall and have the lowest frequency of pedestrian use in the District 
because business activity occurs inside the mall, rather than at street level. The level of cleaning 
on these streets is less due to existing Crenshaw/Baldwin Hills Mall maintenance. Zone 3 streets 
require a different frequency of cleaning services to match the different use pattern. Zone 3 
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service includes only trash collection and graffiti removal. Zone 3 parcels are assessed on street 
front footage and assessable square footage (made up of lot square footage only). All zones 
receive trash collection and graffiti removal six days a week. Zone 1 streets receive sidewalk 
sweeping 6 days a week, Zone 2 streets receive sidewalk sweeping 3 days a week, and Zone 3 
streets receive no sidewalk sweeping. 

Calculation of Assessments 

The proportionate special benefit derived by each identified assessed parcel shall be determined 
in relationship to the entirety of benefit provided by the services. The proposed services are 
narrowly defined to confer a particular and distinct benefit to the assessed parcels within the 
district. Each of the assessed parcels in the district participates in the special benefits from the 
parcel-specific clean, safe, and beautiful and marketing programs. Due to the proportionate 
special benefits received by these parcels from the District services, these parcels will be 
assessed a rate which is proportionate to the amount of special benefits received. Only special 
benefits are assessed and these benefits must be separated from any general benefits. The 
Engineer's report has calculated that 4.49% of the programs provided by the District provide 

general benefit. Assessment revenue cannot be used to pay for general benefits. (See page_of 

the Engineer's Report, complete copies are available in the BID office for discussion of general 
and special benefits) 

Government Parcels 

Individually assessed parcels that are owned by a unit of government do not receive special 
benefit from the District's Marketing programs, which consist of a quarterly newsletter and web 
site, and are designed to provide special benefit to the District's mix of retail, restaurant, art, 
office, parking and mixed use commercial uses in the form of attracting commercial customers 
to these uses. The City of Los Angeles parcels are a public park, parking lots, senior housing, 
vacant land and an empty building. These parcels will not specially benefit from District 
marketing programs which are designed to increase awareness of the Historic Leimert Park 
District and increase commerce to the historic commercial businesses within the District 
boundary. The Los Angeles Department of Water and Power parcel is a billing paying office and 
will not specially benefit from District marketing programs which are designed to increase 
awareness of the Historic Leimert Park District and increase commerce to the historic 
commercial businesses within the District boundary. The Community Redevelopment Agency of 
the City of Los Angeles parcels are vacant land and a vacant building and will not specially 
benefit from District marketing programs which are designed to increase awareness of the 
Historic Leimert Park District and increase commerce to the historic commercial businesses 
within the District boundary. The Los Angeles County Metropolitan Transportation Authority 
parcels are rail lines and rail stations with parking lots building and will not specially benefit from 
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District marketing programs which are designed to increase awareness of the Historic Leimert 
Park District and increase commerce to the historic commercial businesses within the District 
boundary. The Los Angeles Unified School District parcel is a career training center building and 
will not specially benefit from District marketing programs which are designed to increase 
awareness of the Historic Leimert Park District and increase commerce to the historic 
commercial businesses within the District boundary. The Los Angeles County parcel is a 
Probation Department building and will not specially benefit from District marketing programs 
which are designed to increase awareness of the Historic Leimert Park District and increase 
commerce to the historic commercial businesses within the District boundary. 

Government parcels are not commercial in nature and do not benefit from increased 
commercial customers and will not be assessed for the cost of those programs. Individually 
assessed parcels that are owned by a unit of government will receive special benefits from the 
Clean Streets, Enhanced Safety, and Administration programs. These parcels will receive special 
benefit from these programs with increased use which directly relates to fulfilling their public 
service mission.

Future Development 

As a result of continued development, the District may experience the addition or subtraction 
of assessable footage for parcels included and assessed within the District boundaries. The 
modification of parcel improvements assessed within the District may then change upwards or 
downwards the amount of total footage assessment for these parcels, pursuant to Government 
Code 53750. The assessment will be prorated to the date they receive the temporary and/or 
permanent certificate of occupancy. Any change in assessment formula methodology or rates 
other than as stipulated in this Report would require a new State mandated ballot procedure in 
order to approve any such changes. 

Time and Manner for Collecting Assessments 

As provided by State law, the District assessment will appear as a separate line item on annual 
property tax bills prepared by the County of Los Angeles. The Los Angeles City Clerk's office may 
direct bill the first years assessment for all property owners and will direct bill any property 
owners whose special assessment does not appear on the tax rolls. 

The assessments shall be collected at the same time and in the same manner as for the ad 
valorem property tax paid to the County of Los Angeles. These assessments shall provide for 
the same lien priority and penalties for delinquent payment as is provided for the ad valorem 
property tax. 

However, assessments may be billed directly by the City for any fiscal year of operation and 
then by the County for subsequent years. Any delinquent assessments owed for a year for 
which the City billed will be added to the County property tax roll for the following year. The 
"property owner" means any person shown as the owner on the last equalized assessment roll 
or otherwise known to be the owner by the City. 

Disestablishment 

California State Law Section 36670 provides for the disestablishment of a District. Upon the 
termination of this District any remaining revenues shall be transferred to the renewed District, 
if one is established, pursuant to Streets and Highways Code Section 36660 (b). Unexpended 
funds will be returned to property owners based upon each parcels percentage contribution to 
the total year 2014 assessments if the District is not renewed. 
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Bond Issuance 

The District will not issue Bonds. 

VI. Publicly Owned Parcels 

Publicly owned parcels and facilities within the District will be assessed based on the special 
benefits conferred to those individual parcels. In the case of individual assessed publicly owned 
parcels, District funded programs and services are designed to provide safer and enhanced 
facilities for their employees, students, visitors, vendors and users of these public facilities. The 
special benefit to government assessed parcels from these services is an increase in District 
customers that follow from having a cleaner and safer area. Publicly owned and occupied 
parcels will receive special benefit from the District's Clean Team Program, Enhanced Safety 
Program, and Administration. Publicly owned and occupied parcels will not receive special 
benefit from the District's Marketing programs, which are designed to provide special benefit 
to commercial and residential properties, and will not be assessed for these programs. 

Public owned parcels will receive special benefit in the form of increased use of the public 
facilities which directly relates to fulfilling their public service mission. Article XIII D of the 
California Constitution was added in November of 1996 to provide for these assessments. It 
specifically states in Section 4(a) that "Parcels within a district that are owned or used by any 
agency ... shall not be exempt from assessment unless the agency can demonstrate by clear and 
convincing evidence that those publicly owned parcels in fact receive no special benefit." Below 
is a list of the publicly owned parcels and their respective assessments. 
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VII. Proposed District Implementation Time Table 

The District is expected to be established and begin implementation of the Management 
District Plan on January 1, 2019. The District will have a 5-year life, ending December 31, 2023. 

VIII. District Governance 

A non-profit organization BID Manager exists to administer the BID. The BID Manager is tax- 
exempt under section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, is organized and operated 
exclusively for exempt purposes set forth in section 501(c)(3), and none of its earnings will 
inure to any private shareholder or individual. In addition, the BID Manager is not an action 
organization, i.e., it may not attempt to influence legislation as a substantial part of its activities 
and it may not participate in any campaign activity for or against political candidates. 

The BID Manager has created a governing Board of Directors. The Board of Directors will 
provide strategic leadership, including setting direction, making policy and strategy decisions, 
overseeing and monitoring organizational performance, and ensuring overall accountability. 

State Law establishes a framework for District governance with City Council oversight and local, 
private sector management as described below: 

Consistent with property business improvement district (PBID) legislation throughout the 
nation, California's "Property and Business Improvement District Law of 1994" establishes a 
District governance framework that allows parcel owners who pay assessments to determine 
how the assessments are used. Presently, the following components are required within a 
District's governing structure: 

(A) Management Organization: To deliver day-to-day services, the City of Los Angeles 
will enter into a contract with a private sector management organization, referred to 
herein as the "BID Manager." The management organization implements the 
programs and its administrative functions relative to managing the District are 
financed by parcel assessments. If the management organization does not perform 
and provide a level of service that is acceptable to the City Council then the contract 
may be terminated and an alternative management organization can be selected. 

(B) The BID Manager may be an existing or newly formed nonprofit entity. The BID 
Manager will be a private entity, governed by a Board of Directors and created 
pursuant to its adopted Bylaws. Notwithstanding this, the BID Manager will observe 
the requirements of the Ralph M. Brown Act that establishes standards for public 
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meetings and the California Public Records Act that establishes standards for 
maintaining public records concerning District operations. Among its other 
responsibilities, the BID Manager will prepare an annual report with respect to 
District operations as required by Section 36650 of the State Law. The BID Manager 
may consider appeals of parcel assessments for appropriate adjustment. 

(C) Professional Staff 

The Board of Directors of the BID Manager will employ an Executive Director whose 
duty it is to implement all of the improvements, services, and activities; and, to 
supervise all subordinate District staff on a day-to-day basis. The Executive Director 
is responsible to the Board of Directors through their policy direction and budgets. 
The professional staff is charged by the Board of Directors with a mission of 
performing administrative functions in the most efficient and effective manner 
possible. At times, District assessment payers may have conflicting needs or desires 
that may not be clearly determined by the Board of Directors. In such circumstances, 
staff should refer such choices to the Board of Directors for decisions.
